therapeutically treat the disease treating the disorder .

58. (Currently Amended) A method of prophvlacticallv treating a patient 
susceptible to Alzheimer's disease p rophvlaxis of a disord e r charact e riz e d by amyloid deposition 
in a mammalian subject , comprising administering to the patients ufoeet a dosage of ah antibody 
or antibody fragment thereof that specifically binds synuclein-NAC and a dosage of an antibody 
or antibody fragment thereof that specifically binds to A& ag e nt e ff e ctiv e to produc e an immune 
response comprising antibodies against an amyloid compon e nt charact e ristic of said disorder and 
an adjuvant that augments tho immune respons e to th e amyloid component, and thereby effecting 
prophylaxis of the disorder.

74. (New) The method of claim 1 1 , wherein the antibodies or antibody 
fragments are administered with a carrier. 
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75. (New) The method of claim 1 1, wherein the antibodies or antibody 
fragments are administered intraperitoneally, orally, subcutaneously, intramuscularly, 
intranasally, topically, or intravenously. 

76. (New) The method of claim 1 1 , wherein the antibodies or antibody 
fragments are administered in multiple dosages over a period of at least six months. 

77. (New) The method of claim 11, wherein the antibodies or antibody 
fragments are administered as a sustained release composition. 

78. (New) The method of claim 58, wherein the antibodies or antibody 
fragments are administered with a carrier. 

79. (New) The method of claim 58, wherein the antibodies or antibody 
fragments are administered intraperitoneally, orally, subcutaneously, intramuscularly, 
intranasally, topically, or intravenously. 

80. (New) The method of claim 58, wherein the antibodies or antibody 
fragments are administered in multiple dosages over a period of at least six months. 

81. (New) The method of claim 58, wherein the antibodies or antibody 
fragments are administered as a sustained release composition. 
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
